Final Office Action, The last office action was a final 
Office Action issued by Examiner Kiss. 

Claims 1-21 are pending. Claims 1-21 stand rejected. 
Claims 1,11 and 21 are independent; the remaining claims 
are dependent. 

Claims 1-21 stand rejected under 35 USC § 101. 

In order to expedite prosecution. Applicants would like to 
address the following in the interview. First, Applicants 
would like to briefly address the Information Disclosure 
Statement to ensure that there is a common understanding 
as to which references have been considered by the 
Examiner. Second, Applicants would like to briefly 
address the specification (i.e. use of trademarks) in order to 
resolve outstanding issues. Finally, Applicants would like 
to discuss the § 101 rejections to ensure a common 
understanding of the rejections and, if necessary, discuss 
amendments tliat may be utilized to obviate these rejections 
(e.g. incorporating language to ensure a "useful, tangible 
and concrete result", etc.). Applicants believe that since 
amendments addressing these issues had been previously 
submitted and were not deemed satisfactory by the 
Examiner, rather than submitting proposed amendments, it 
would be more helpful to have a discussion regarding the 
"gist" of the invention (i.e. providing the extension types 
for variational modeling to help simplify many concepts in 
AOSD and design patterns) and receive the benefit of the 
Examiner's thinking as to what claim language would be 
statutory. 
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
